ORDER 
1. The Kerala Agricultural University started the training course 
leading to the award of Diploma in Agricultural Sciences at the Institute of 
Agricultural Technology Thavanur in January 1976. The basic purpose of 
this course is to provide trained personnel possessing sound knowledge and 
technical skills in Agriculture for undertaking extension duties in the field as 
Agricultural Demonstrators, as well as to cater to the needs of such trained 
personnel for service in banks, co -operative organisations, commercial 
organisations etc. The course has a duration of seven trimesters (2 years 
and 3 months) cosnprising theoritical and field training . The structure and 
content of this course has been designed o give main emphasis upon sound 
"basic training in Agricultural subjects such as Agrönomy, Plant Protection , 
Horticulture, Agricultural Engincering, Agricultural Economics and 
Agricultural Extension along with fic d trainin : in farms, I.P.D. Units and 
research stations. The curriculu :n follows the trimester pattern with 
periodical tests and assessments . Candidates seeking admission to this 
course have to pass an endurance test consisting of (i) running ( ii) digging / 
taking pits and (iii ) cycling belore they are admitted . 

2. Government consider that the course leading to the award of 
Diploma in Agricultural Sciences is of a much superior standard than other 
training in Agriculture, recognised as qualifications for direct recruitment of 
Agricultural Demonstrators Grade II (vide G.O. read as first paper ).

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3. Government in consultation with the Public Service Commission 
are therefore pleased to amend the qualifications prescribed in G.O. MS. 
312 / 75 /AD . dated 16-10-1975 for recruitment to the post of Agricultural 
Demonstrators Grade II as follows:

Science conducted by Gandhigram Rural Institute,Madurai or by 
other similar Rural Institutes recognised by the Government of 

India . 
(ii) Certificate in Agricultural Science awarded by the National 

Council ofRural Higher Education , Government of India . 
( iii) Certificate in K.G.T.E. or M.G.T.E. in Agriculture. 
(iv ) One year s training in Agriculture at an Agricultural School or a 

basic Agricultural School. 
Note : (i) Persons who have completed the 2 years certificate course in 

Agriculture of the Rural Institute, Thavanur, will be given 
preference over K.G. T. E./M . G. T. E. hands. The 
preference mentioned above will be within the meaning of 

G.O. MS. 50/70 / PD . dated 12-2-1970 . 
(ü ) The persons in possession of a Deploma in Agricultural Sciences 

awarded by theKerala Agricultural University will have to 
pass the written examination conducted by the Public Service 
Commission .

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AWARD 


Dismissal of Sri. V.M.Manoharan Pillai, Weighment clerk is the issue 
referred for adjudication by the Government of Kerala as per G. O. (Rt.) 
650 /77 /LBR dated 1-6-1977 (Sri. Manoharan Pillai hereinafter referred to 
as the workman ) entered appearance and filed a claim statement raising the 
following contentions: 

2. He was kept under suspension with effect from 1st January 1974 . 
An enquiry was conducted by the Office Manager, who had found him no 
guilty. Subsequently the Management issued a Memo of Charges. A reply 
was given on 19-3-1975. A farce of an enquiry was conducted and the 
workman was dismissed from service with effect from 1st January 1974 . 
The enquiry was not properly conducted . The enquiry was conducted by 
the same person who passed the order of dismissal. The documents called 
for by the workman were not produced at the enquiry. The workman was 
not allowed to cross-examine some of the witnesses. Actually , there was no 
evidence against the workman . The proceedings were protracted with a 
view to harrass the workman . The workman is not guilty of the misconduct 
alleged against him . The charge against the workman is that he had 
corrected " weight in the printed cards ofweighment" . His explanation is 
that it was done so , since the balance was wrong and the weight was 
corrected in the cards with the sanction of the Security Officer who had 
countersigned the same. The records called for by the workman would 
establish that this was the position . The workman wants himself to be 
reinstated with back wages. 

3. The Management ( The Mannam Sugar Mills Co-operative Ltd. 
No. 4324 , Mannam Sugar Mills, Pandalam ) entered appearance and filed a 
counter statement denying the allegations made by the workman and raising 
the following contentions:- A proper domestic enquiry was conducted 
before passing the impugned order of dismissal. The workman who was 
working as weighment Clerk for sugar cane purchases was suspended on 
31-12-1973 for making wrong entries and corrections in the weighment card 
and weighment register for the cane lorry KLQ 367. When a preliminary 
enquiry was conducted , it was felt that a detailed probe was needed . The 
Accountant General deputed staff from his office on checking the records 
for the year 1973 it was noticed that misappropriation had taken place by 
manipulating the cane weighment payments of very many lorry loads of 

The workman and P. K. Gopalakrishna Pillai were in charge of 
canc weighment at that time. The following charges were framed on 
31-12-1973. The workman altered the gross weight of cane lorry KLQ 367 
from 11 790 tonnes to 14 790 tonnes to misappropriate a sum of rupees 274 . 
On 31-12-1973 he had prepared a bogus weight card for lorry No. 3243 for 
7 890 tonnes of cane and also caused the watcher to make a corresponding 
cntry in the lorry attendance register thereby causing a loss of the value 
of 7 890 tonnes of cane. It was established during the enquiry that the 
workman is guilty of the charges . Therefore the workman was dismissed 


cane . 
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with effect from 1-1-1974 . All allegations made against the management 
and the enquiry officer are baseless. In view of his prior conduct the 
workman is estopped from claiming reinstatement or any other relief. 
4 

The validity of the domestic enquiry was considered bymy Learned 
Predecessor and as per his order dated 13th August 1979 my Learned 
Predecessor held that the domestic enquiry was not properly conducted and 
posted the case giving the management an opportunity to adduco evidence 
regarding misconduct. The order reads as follows: 

“ This is a reference made by the Kerala Government under section 
10 ( 1) ( c) of the Industrial Disputes Act of 1947 in respect of the dismissal 
of Sri V. M.Manoharan Pillai, Weighment Clerk . 

Sri Manoharan Pillai has filed his claim statement and the Manage 
ment has filed its written statement. 

The facts of the case in brief are :- Sri V. M.Manoharan Pillaiwas 
charge -sheeted and after a domestic enquiry, dimissed from service with 
effect from 1-1-1974 the date of his suspension . The charges framed against 
him were: 

(a ) On 31-12-1973 Sri V. M. Manoharan Pillai altered the 

gross weight of cane lorry KLQ 367 from 11.790 to 14.790 

tons to misappropriate a sum of Rs. 274 . 
(b ) On 23-12-1973, he had prepared a bogus weight card for a 

lorry No. 3243 for 7.890 tons of cane and also caused the 
watcher to make a corresponding entry in their attendance 
register and the factory suffered a loss to the value of 7.890 

tons of cane as a result” . 
According to Sri V. M. Manoharan Pillai, his dismissalwas based on 
an illegal enquiry and findings. The documents called for by Sri Manoharan 
Pillai were not produced in the enquiry and the suppression of those docu 
ments have caused great prejudice to him . Production of those documents 
would prove his innocence as the charges levelled against him were false . 
Sri Manoharan Pillai was not allowed to cross-examine some of the manage 
ment witnesses and to confront the management witnesses with the docu 
ments in the possession of themanagementand called for by Sri Manoharan 
Pillai. He is not guilty of any misconduct and his explanation is that since 
the balance was wrong he had to correct weight in the cards and he had 
done so with the sanction of the Security Officer, who countersigned the same 
and this practice was going on , before and after the date of the charge 
against him . This could be seen only from the records called for by him 
and suppressed by the management. There was absolutely no evidence at 
the enquiry and the findings entered by the enquiry officer are therefore 
perverse , 

The only question for consideration at this stage of the case is whether 
the domestic enquiry held against Sri Manoharan Pillai was proper ? 
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Ext. Mi is a file relating to the enquiry proceedings. In that file Ext. 
WI is the application made by Sri Manoharan Pillai to the enquiry officer 
for direction to the management to give him list ofwitnesses to be examined 
by the management and the list of documents to be produced by the 
management. The enquiry officer has failed to make any direction to the 
management to produce the records or give a list of witnesses to the accused 
employee so as to give him an opportunity to prepare his case and defend 
the prosecution against him . That has fundamentally affected the enquiry 
and as such the principles of natural justice have been violated . So on that 
solc ground the enquiry was to be held to be improper and defective. Then 
again , four witnesses have been examined on the side of the management at 
thc enquiry . Out of them , one alone has been cross-examined by the 
delinquent and that too by putting a single question . He cannot be blamed 
for not cross-cxamining the witnesses thoroughly because he had not the 
documents of the management called for by him for conducting an affective 
cross - examination . The 4th witness was cross-examined by the delinquent 
and that witness has in a way supported the innocence of Sri Manoharan 
Pillai. Further more, the records called for by Sri Manoharan Pillai at the 
enquiry and also the attendance register, weight cards and other records 
referred to by the enquiry officer in his report of findings [Ext.MI(a ) ] have 
not been produced before this court for perusal to see whether the findings 
of the enquiry officer were correct. For these reasons I hold that the 
domestic enquiry conducted by M.W.1 the enquiry officer is not proper 
and is defective . Therefore I grant the management another opportunity 
to prove the alleged misconduct against Sri V. M.Manoharan Pillai before 
this court and in that case Sri Manoharan Pillai will get an opportunity to 
adduce evidence contra. 

Ordered accordingly ." 

5. MW2 and WWI were examined . On 20th September, 1982 the 
Learned Counsel for the management filed an application praying that the 
evidence recorded in ID 23/1977 may be treated as evidence in this case 
also . Since the application was not opposed by Sri Rammohan das, 
Advocate for the workman , it was ordered that evidence recorded in ID 
23/77 shall be treated as evidence in this case also . 

6. As agreed to the evidence recorded in ID 23/77 is relied on in this 
case also . The documents exhibited in ID 23/77 shall be referred to with 
the exhibit number given in that case . The witnesses shall also be referred 
to in the same order . Reference shall be specifically made to the documents 
exhibited in this case and to the witnesses examined in this case . 

7. On the basis of the information given by the management the 
police had registered a case against the workman and his colleague by name 
P. K. Gopalakrishna Pillai. After investigation the Police had laid charge 
sheet before the First Class Magistrate of Chengannoor. While the criminal 
case was pending the District Magistrate of Alleppey, passed Ext.M14 the 
relevant portion ofwhich is extracted below : The Government in their 
letter read above has informed that there is no objection to withdraw , with 
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the leave of the Court, the case in CC No. 568/76 and 560/76 of Sub 
Divisional Magistrate Court, Chengannur, corresponding to Crime No. 
96/76 of Pandalam Police Station on the specific understanding that the 
concerned Officers, who have been dismissed , will not be reinstated in 
service and that the loss to the Factory is compensated by them together 
with interest. 

In the above circumstances, sanction is accorded to withdraw with the 
leave of the Court, the case in CC No. 568/76 and 560/76 of Sub Divisional 
Magistrate, Chengannur corresponding to Crime No. 96/76 of Pandalam 
Police Station on specific condition that the accused officerswho have been 
dismissed will not be reinstated in service and the loss to the Factory is 
compensated by them together with interest. 

8 : Exhibit M15, the agreement executed by the workman and his 
colleague provides as follows:- " As directed by the above proceedings and 
letter No. 76263 /F2/76 Home dated 7-4-1977 of Special Secretary to 
Government (Home) ( F ) Department, Trivandrum , we undertake that we 
will not claim to be reinstated in service and the loss if any caused to the 
factory by us will be compensated together with interest" . 

9. The Management has relied on the above undertaking in support 
of their contention that the workman is estopped from claiming the relief 
of reinstatement. It was on the other hand contended by the workman 
that the agreement is one stiffling a criminal prosecution and therefore the 
same is hit by section 23 of the Contract Act. Section 23 provides that all 
agreements the objects of which are unlawful are void. Illustration (h ) 
which is extracted below makes the position clear. " A promises B to drop 
a prosecution which he has instituted aganst B for robbery, and B promises 
to restore the value of the things taken . The agreement is void as its object 
is unlawful. Nothing more is required to show that the agreement evidenced 
by exhibit M15 is unenforceable . The Learned Counsel for the workmen 
has relied on the decision reported in 1967 K. L. T. 19 (Parameswaran 
Pillai V. Kudamaloor Regional Service Co- operative Society ), in support 
of his contention that the agreement is unenforceable . In that decision the 
High Court had quoted with approval the following observation of the 
Privy Council in the decision reported in AIR 1930 Privy Council 100 . 
“ It may quite will be that a prosecution only commences after a summons 
is issued , and that before that stage is reached a complainant cannot be 
said to have dropped a prosecution under the code : See Golap Jan V. 
Bholanath (19911-38 Cal. 380) . Their Lordships are not called upon to 
express any opinion on this point nor are they doing so . The real question 
involved in this appeal on this part of the case is whether any part of the 
consideration of the reference or the ckrarnama was unlawful, and not 
whether any prosecution within the meaning of the criminal Procedure 
Code had been started or dropped . If it was an implied term of the 
reference or the ekrarname that the complaint would not be further 
proceded with , then in their Lordship s opinion the consideration of the 
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reference or the ekrarnamna as the casemay be, is unlawful: see Jones V. 
Merionethsire Permanent Benefit Building Society ( 1892) 1 ch . 173) and 
the award or the ekrarname was invalid , quite irrespective of the fact 
whether any prosecution in law had been started " . 

9. In view of the above, one cannot but conclude that the agreement 
evidenced by exhibit M15 is one for stiffling prosecution and the same can 
not be enforced . 

10. The next aspect to be considered is whether the management has 
succeeded in establishing any of the charges levelled against the workman . 

11. The first charge against the workman relates to the correction of 
the weight recorded in the weight card relating to Lorry No. K.L. O. 367 , 
The charge reads " On 31-12-1973 when Sri V. M. Manoharan Pillai 
(BN 172) was on duty in the first shift at the cane weighbridge he had mani. 
pulated the weightcard in respect of Lorry No. K.L.O. 367. On scrutiny of 
the weight card it is observed that the printed weight has been over written 
as 14.79 . It is seen that the digit second from the left which was " l” has 
been corrected as " 4 " thereby increasing the weight of cane recorded by 3 
tonnes. During the preliminary enquiry Shri V. M. Manoharan Pillai has 
accepted that he has made the correction . He has thus manipulated the 
records and caused financial loss to the Society" . The defence of the work 
man is that the weighbridge was defective and the weight card printed on 
the weight record used to vary from the weight shown by the needle. In the 
instant case his defence is that the correction was countersigned by the 
Superior Officer. At the outset it has got to be noticed that when the work 
man gave his first statement before the Enquiry Officer he had no case that 
the correction was countersigned by the Security Officer. In examination 
in chief the workman has stated that there are two weighing machines of 
which one was used for recording the gross weight and the other, was used 
for taking the tare weight, that the machine used for recording the gross 
weight was permanently damaged , and that both the weights used to be 
taken with the other machine, the capacity of which was only 20 tonnes. 
When lorries weighing more than 20 tonnes were weighed the machine used 
to record the weight as 22 or 32. In the instant case the gross weight of the 
load was only 11.79 tonnes and the corrected weight was 14.79 tonnes . 
Thus in any view of the matter the weight of the lorry did not exceed 20 
tonnes which according to the workman is the capacity of the smaller 
weighbridge. 

12. MW5 the Account s Officer of the Accountant General s Office 
who was working on deputation was authorised to inquire into the matter 
and he had submitted his report. With regard to the present charge he 
has observed as follows: 

13. The first charge raised in this case is of manipulating the weigh 
ment card in respect of lorry No. KLO 367. On a scrutiny of the weight 
card it is seen that the printed weight has been corrected as 14.790 in 
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manuscript. The printed weight cannot be deciphered due to the over 
writing But it is easily scen that the digit second from left which was I 
has been corrected as 4 , thus increasing the weight by about 3 tonnes. That 

there is correction is evident and Shri Manoharan Pillai had accepted that 
> he had made the correction . But his contention is that the correction was 

necessary since the weight get printed was different from the weight 
indicated by the needle of the machine. But he cannot recollect the weight 
indicated by the needle . Besides there has been no instance where there is 
difference in the number of tonnes indicated by the needle and that printed , 
although there can be difference in the No. of kilo gram since the machine 
gives print only to the nearest ten kilo gram . The fact that correction was 
made has not been disputed and the explanation given in support of the 
correction cannot be accepted . The conclusion is that the correction was 
made with the positive intention of showing a higher weight, thus enabling 
a heigher claim towards cost of canc resulting in loss to the factory . The 
charge, therefore stands proved and Shri Manoharan Pillai is guilty of 
this first charge . 

14. The second charge is that of making incorrect entries in the 
Register of cane supply : According to the Lorry Attendance Register, 
the Lorry KLO 367 arrived at the gate at 4.35 a.m. on 31-12-1973 i. e . in 
the ist Shift of 31-12-1973 when Shri Gopalakrishna Pillai and Shri 
Manoharan Pillai were on duty at the weighbridge. But in the Register of 
Cane Supply it has been entered as the last entry for the III shift of 
30-12-1973 the time of arrival of the lorry being wrongly given as 4 a . m . Shri 
Gopalakrishna Pillai has accepted having made this wrong entry in the 
records and his explanation is that it was done at the instance of the ryot 
who had supplied the cane and who suggested that such a wrong entry 
would enable him to receive the price together with that of the other two 
load he had supplied on the same day i. c. 30-12-1973. The records show 
that only one load was received under the same A /c ( B /80 ) on 30-12-1973 
(I shift), but a previous load had been received in the IÌI shift on 29-12-1973 
for the still earlier load of 8.530 tonnes supplied on 28-12-1973 payment 
had already been made on 29-12-1973. This would lead to believe that 
the ryot had no intention of getting the price of the entire supply together. 
Besides, the correct entry of the load which arrived in the I shift on 
31-12-1973 would in no way have prevented the ryot from receiving the 
price along with that of the previous loads. Hence the explanation given 
by Shri Gopalakrishna Pillai cannot be accepted . It is to be explained 
here that the load in respect of which thc wrong entry has been made is 
the same as that mentioned in the previous charge and in respect of which 
the weight had been corrected . Hence the conclusion is that the entry was 
made as relating to a shift to which Shri Gopalakrishna Pillai and Shri 
Manoharan Pillai were not on duty, in a calculated attempt to shift the 
responsibility for the correction in the weight card to somebody else. This 
goes to strengthen the first charge . 

15. MW5 who proved his report exhibitM2 was not cross-examined 
regarding the above finding . During the domestic enquiry the workman 
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has made the following statements " Regarding charge I that is alteration of 
record of 11790kg. to 14790 it was done as the weight printed was 
11790kg . only then the pointer showed 14790. First this fault was noticed. 
I again printed another card . Then also the saine mistake was there. 
Hence I showed it to the Security Officer. The alteration was done in 
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his presence.

16. The Security Officer was examined as MW2 in ID 23/77. The 
above version given by the workman at the domestic enquiry stage was not 
put to him in cross-examination . On the other hand the above version 
fits in with the statements made by the watchman in cross examination 
when he was examined as MW1 in ID 23/77. On the other hand the 
Security Officer has clearly stated that when a machine is found to be 
defective it will not be used . MWI the watchman has stated in cross-exami 
nation about what transpired immediately before and at the time of weigh 
ment of Lorry No. 367. The witness was defenit that the Security Officer 
was not there on the spot. There is no reason why this witness should be 
disbelieved . Further Shri Gopalakrishna Pillai the workman s colleague 
had made an attempt to show that the lorry No. KLO 367 came before the 
commencement of their shift. This would indicate that the workman and 
his colleaguc had noticed that the watchman has become suspicious of their 
actions and it would be better to create records to shut on the responsibility 
to somebody else . 


17. The original weight record has not been produced in the case. 
The explanation given by the Learned Counsel for the management is that 
the same has been taken away by the police. Even though this explanation 
by itself is not sufficient, I am satisfied that the materials placed before 
this court are sufficient to come to the conclusion that the workman has 
fraudulently corrected the printed weight. Therefore I hold that the 
charge has been proved . 


18. The second charge is that the workman had created records to 
show that Lorry No. KLO 3243 had come with 7.890 m . tonnes of cane 
and that he had instigated the watchman to make a false entry in the Lorry 
Attendance Register. The management had not made any attempt to 
prove this charge. 


19. The next aspect to be considered is regarding the propriety of the 
punishment imposed on the workman . The workman has put in 10 years 
of service and this is the solitary act of misconduct proved against him . I 
therefore feel that the punishment awarded should be reduced to one of 
discharge. 

20. In the result I pass an award reducing the punishment imposed 
on Sri Manoharan Pillai into one of discharge . 

The parties shall bear their costs .

This award shall come into force with effect from the expiry of 30 
days of its publication in the Government gazette.

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Thirty-third Year of the Republic of 
India as follows:

the words and brackets " Ayurvedic (including

in the Firs. Schedule, but does not include a medicine which is 
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administered by parenteral route and also a formulation included 
in the authoritative books as specified in clause (a ); 

( ii) in relation to any other systems of medicine , a drug 
which is a remedy or prescription presented in form 
ready for internal or external administration of human beings or 
animals and which is not included in the edition of the Indian 
Pharmacopoeia for the time being or any other Pharmacopoeia 
authorised in this behalf by the CentralGovernment after consultation 
with the Drugs Technical Advisory Board constituted under 

section 5 ; . 
4. . Substitution of new heading for heading under Chapter III. - For the 
heading under Chapter III, the following heading shall be substituted , 
namely: 

" IMPORT OF DRUGS AND COSMETICS 
5. Substitution of new section for section 9. - For section 9 of the 
principal Act, the following section shall be substituted , namely: 

“ 9. Misbranded Drugs. For the purposes of this Chapter , a drug 
shall be deemed to be nisbranded 
(a ) if it is 

so coloured , coated , powdered for polished that 
damage is concaled or if it is made to appear of better or greater 
therapeutic value than it really is ; or 

(6 ) if it is not labelled in the prescribed manner; or 

(c) if its label or container or anything accompanying the drug 
bears any statement, design or device which makes any false claim for 
the drug or which is false or misleading in any particular." . 

6 . Substitution of new sections 9A , 9B , 9C , and 9D for sections 9A 
and 9B.- For sections 9A and 9B of the principal Act, the following sections 
shall be substituted, namely : 

" 9A . Adulterated drugs. For the purposes of this Chapter , a drug 
shall be deemed to be adulterated , - 

(a ) if it consists, in whole or in part, of any filthy, putrid or 
decomposed substance ; or 

(6 ) if it has been prepared, packed or stored under insanitary 
conditions whereby it may have been contaminated with filth or 
whereby it may have been rendered injurious to health ; or 

(c) if its container is composed in whole or in part, of any 
poisonous or deleterious substance which may render the contents 
injurious to health ; or 

( d ) if it bears or contains for purposes of colouring only, a 
colour other than one which is prescribed ; or 

(e) if it contains any harmful or toxic substance which may 
render it injurious to health ; or 

(1) if any substance has been mixed therewith so as to reduce its 
quality or strength , 
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9B . Spurious drugs. For the purposes of this Chapter, a drug shall be 
deemed to be spurious 

(a ) if it is imported under a namewhich belongs to another 
drug , or 

(b ) if it is an imitation of, or is a substitute for, another drug 
or resembles another drug in a manner likely to deceive or bears upon 
it or upon its label or container the name of another drug unless it 
is plainly and conspicuously marked so as to reveal its true character 
and its lack of identity with such other drug ; or 

(c) if the label or container bears the name of an individual 
or company 

purporting to be themanufacturer of the drug , which 
individual or company is fictitious or does not exist; or 

(d ) if it has been substituted wholly or in part by another drug 
or substance ; or

other than one which is prescribed ; or 
( e) if it contains any harmful or toxic substance which may render 

it injurious to health ; or 
(f) if any substance has been mixed therewith so as to reduce its 

quality or strength . 
Explanation. For the purpose of clause (a ), a drug shall not be deemed to 
consist, in whole or in part, of any decomposed substance only by reason of 
the fact that such decomposed substance is the result of any natural decom . 
position of the drug : 

Provided that such decomposition is not due to any negligence on the 
part of the manufacturer of the drug or the dealer thereof and that it does 
not render the drug injurious to health .

Provided further that nothing in this scction shall apply to the manu 
facture, subject to the prescribed conditions, of small quantities of any 
Ayurvedic, Siddha or Unani drug for the purpose of examination , test or 
analysis .

Indian Community. 

(c ) Onc seat will be reserved for the children /widows of defence perso 
nnel killed in action or missing in action disabled either during war hostilities 
or in peace timewho are otherwise eligible , for admission asper Clause (1). This 
benefit will be available to only to one person in respect of each defence per 
sonnel killed in action or missing in action /disabled either during war hostilities 
or in peace time. They should invariably produce a certificate obtained not 
earlier than 6 months from Military authorities/Zilla Sainik Board to the effect 
that he/she is the son /daughter/widow of the defence personnel killed in action 
ormissing in action . If in any year, no suitable candidates coming under the 
category of children of defence personnelkilled /missing in action disabled cither 
during war hostilities or in peace time are available for the concession as per 
the existing oraers /rules the seat reser for them will be given to the depcn 
clents (children and widow only) of defence personneldicd in harness if they 
are otherwisc cligible as per Clause I and still , if there is no applicant in this 
group the seat will be allotted to Ex- servicemen /children of ex-servicemen if 
they are otherwise qualified . The application and cover should contain the 
superscription " Application for seats reserved for the children of defence 
personnel killed in action /missing in action /disabled either during wax hosti 
lities or in peace time" . Documentary evidence in support of the claim 
against these reserved seats should be attached with the application . The 
sclection will be on the basis of marks obtained at the entrance examination 
prescribed in clause 8 . 

7. Allocation of seats 

Stxty - four seats available after deducting 6 seats for mandatory 
admission as provided in Clause 6 will be distributed for Science Graduate and 
Pre- Degree candidates in the ratio 1:9. Accordingly 58 seats will be available 
for candidates who have passed Pre-degree examination and 6 seats will be 
available for graduates. The selection will bemade on the basis of themerit on 
the entrance examination . The above seats will be filled up on the basis 
of following allocation.. 

(a ) 50 % of the seats will be filled up purely on merit on a State wide 
basis. 

(b ) 15 % of the seats will be allocated between the Malabar area 
and T.C areas now situated in Kerala in the ratio 5 :8 . The eligibility to 
apply for admission to the regional quota will be on the basis of the certificate of 
residence, ownership or possession of landed property or house or certificato 
of region of education as specified in the application form , 
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(c ) The remaining 35 % of the seat will be reserved for the Socially 
and Educationally Backward Classes [G.O. (P ) 208 /66 /Edn . dated 2-5-1966 ] 
and S.C./S.T, as given below :

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8. Admission to B.D.S. Course , except to the seats under the reservation 
quota specified in Rule 6 (a ), (b ) & (c ) shall be made on the basis of a common 
entrance examination conducted by the Commissioner for Entrance Examina 
tion . The examination will be objective type in the Pre -degree standard of 
Kerala /Calicut Universities and will consist of papers in Chemistry, Physics 
and Biology . The details of examination will be notified by the Commissioner. 
Admission will be based on merit as shown in the result of the entrance examina 
tion and subject to the reservation as per clause 7 unless otherwise stated . 


9. In case there is a tie, in the total aggregate of marks obtained at the 
entrance examination it will be resolved as follows: 

(a ) Marks for Physics at the entrance examination will be excluded 
and the candidates with higher aggregate in Biology and Chemistry at the 
entrance examination will be ranked higher. 

(b) If the tie persists , the candidates with the higher mark in Biology 
at the entrance examination will be ranked higher . 


(6) If the tie still remains, those who have higher the total aggregate 
marks in the subjects of Physics, Chemistry and Biology taken together at the 
Pre-degree/B.Sc. examination will be ranked higher. 

10. If any seats reserved under clause 6 remainsunfilled ,all such vacancies 
shall be taken together and distributed according to merit, such seats being 
added on to Pre-degree General Merit, 
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11. Reservation to the Scheduled Castes/Scheduled Tribes candidates, 
Socially and Educationally Backward Classes etc., will be in accordance with 
provisions contained in (1) G.O.(P ) 208 /66 /Edn . dated 2-5-1966 and (2) G.O. 
MS. 131/71/Edn . dated 6-8-1971 as modified from time to time. Candidates 
belonging to S.C./S.T . will produce a certificate from Village Officer/ Tahsildar 
concerned in the application form . Candidates belonging to Socially and 
Educationally Backward Classes will produce a certificate from the Village 
Officer concerned with regard to their caste /community and family income in 
the application form . 

12. The Principals of theMedical College, Trivandrum / Calicutare entitled 
to refuse admission to those candidates recommended by Commissioner for 
Entrance Examinations on the basis of the results of the common entrance 
examination , if they are not satisfied with the correctness or genuineness of any 
certificates filed by the candidate along with the applications. The decision of 
the Director of Medical Education in this behalf will be final. 


Admission even if it is granted will be cancelled if it is found that false 
certificates had been produced or that admission had been secured by fraudulent 
means. 

13. There will no interview for selection of candidates except in the case 
of admission to the seat reserved for Orthopaedically and other handicappeche 
candidates. 


14. Application formscan be had from the Offices of the Principals of the 
Medical Colleges, on payment of Rs. 75 towards the cost of the form and 
registration fee for entrance examination . Applicants desiring to have the 
forms sent to them by post should remit Rs. 80 for each application form . 
Applicants sending the amount by money order will note that money orders 
which do not indicate in the money order coupen the full address of the candi 
dates and the name of the course for which the application form is required will 
not be accepted . This information should be written legibly . Postal orders, 
cheques or drafts will not be accepted towards the cost of application form . 
The cost of the form shall not be refunded under any circumstances . 


Note : There is a common application form for all courses together, one 

candidate need obtain only one form . Applicants who are desirous 
to apply for more than one course can do so provided an extra fee 
of Rs. 25 for each course is paid for which a receipt issued by the 
office concerned. The receipt has to be attached to the application 
form and the details of receipt number and date entered in the 

appropriate column in the application . 
15. How and when to apply 

Application forinscorrectly filled up together with the following documents 
should be sent to the Commissioner for Entrance Examinations, Trivandrum .. 
695003, before the time and date notified by the Commissioner. Late and 
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defective applications will not be considered under any circumstances. Docu 
ments or details furnished after the last date fixed for receipt of the applications 
in the College will not be considered . 

(a ) Original receipt for the payment of the prescribed fee for the 
application . 

(b ) True copies of course certificates and the statement of marks 
obtained in respect of all the parts in the qualifying examination . 


(c ) True copy of relevant page of S.S.L.C. to prove the date of birth 
and community for corroborative verification of community . 

(d ) The certificate of residence or ownership or possession of landed 
property or house from the Village Officer or the certificate of Region of 
Education from the Head of the educational institution concerned . 


(e ) Certificate of community and income from all sources in the pres 
cribed form obtained from the Village Officer concerned in the case of can 
didates belonging to communities recognised by Government as Socially and 
Educationally Backward Classes. In the case of Latin Catholics it should be 
specified in the community certificate that they belong to the group " Latin 
Catholic other than Anglo Indian " in which case only they are eligible for 
consideration as S.E.B.C. 


(f) Children of Non -Keralite Central Government Employees and 
persons employed in registered joint stock companies (private and public ) 
and other Government recognised institutions in Kerala at the time of appli 
cation , shall attach a certificate in original from the Head of Office of their 
parent specifying the place and District in Kerala where their parents are 
employed . 

(g ) Two copies of two recent (not prior to six months) conduct and 
character certificates, one from the Principal of the College in which the 
candidates studied last and another from a respectable person who knows 
the candidate. 


(h ) Certificate of community in the prescribed form obtained from the 
Village Officer concerned in the case of candidate belonging to scheduled 
caste /scheduled tribes. 


(i) Converted Christians are requested to produce community certi 
ficate as directed in the G.O. MS. 87/ 79/DD dated 18-6-1979, vide Clause 
IV (ii) for consideration as S.C. No other form of evidence will be enter 
tained .

True copies of the certificates referred to above should be 
attested by a Gazetted Officer or by the Head of the Institution 
in which the candidate studied last (clearly mentioning the 
date of attestation . This will be applicable for xerox copies 
also ). The originals need be produced only when called for. 
The candidate will have to produce on demand any other 
certificate /record that may prescribed by Government or 
for that matter the Director of Medical Education , the 
Principal, Medical College, Trivandrum or Calicut/Commis 
sioner for Entrance Examination in addition to those already 
specified .

If the office receipt or Treasury chalan for the remittance of tuition fee 
is not received in the College office on or before the date notified in this behaf 
the selection of candidate concerned is liable for cancellation . 


18. College Union and athletics 

All students should become members of the College Union and are 
expected to take part in games and athletics. 


19. Students of Scheduled Caste /Scheduled Tribe and Backward Classes 
eligible for educational concessions are exempted from the payment of fees 
as per orders of the Government issued in this regard from time to time. 


20. College Calendar 

Copies of the College Calendar will be supplied from the College office 
when they are ready . 
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21. The Commissioner for Entrance Examinations will publish the pro 
visional select list and waiting list of candidates cligible for admission on the 
basis of the results of the Entrance Examinations. 


22. The Director of Medical Education will allot the candidate provi 
sionally recommended by the Commissioner for Entrance Examinations to the 
different Dental Colleges in the State and the individualmemos will be sent 
to the candidate . 


23. Discipline 

Before admission to the College concerned the selected candidate should 
submit the declaration given below duly signed by him /her and attested by 
his /her parent or guardian as the case may bc. Admission will be refused 
if this declaration is not produced .
